Of the Genrtsr, of the County of 


NORFOLK, 


And of the County and CITY of 
ORVVICH. 


E the Gentry of the County of Norfolk, and County and 
VV of Norwich , being deeply affected with the ſence of 

our ſad Diſtractions and Diviſions, both in Church and ytate, 
and wearied with the miſeries of an Unnatural Civil War, the too 
Frequent [nterruptions of Government, the Impoſition of ſeveral hea: 
vy Taxes, and the loud Our-cries of maltitudes of undone, and almoſt 
Famiſhed People, occaſioned by the General decay of Trade, which 


| hathſpread itſelf throughout the whole Nation, and theſe Counties in 


particular; and having met together, and conſulted whar may beſt te. 
medy, and remoye our, and the Nations preſent Grievances and Diſtra- 
ctions, Do humbly conceive, that the chief Expedient will be, the reeal 
ling of thoſe Members that were ſecluded in 164.8, and fat before the 
Force put upon the Parliament ( We of the County of Norfolk) be- 
ing by ſuch Secluſion, deprived of any Perſon to repreſentus in Parlia- 
ment,) and alſo by filling up the Vacant Places thereof : and allt6 be 
Admitted without any Oath,or Engagemen c, previous totheir Entraiice : 
which being done, We ſhall be ready to acquieſce;and ſubmit in all thitigs, 
to the Judgment and Authority of Parliament, without which Autho- 


rity, the People of England cannot be obliged to pay any Taxes. 


This Declaration, ſubſcribed by three hundred Gentlemen , was delivered to 
the Honourable Will: Lenthall, Speaker of the Parliament , on Saturday 
theEight andT wentieth of Fanuary,1659.By the Lord Richardſon,S: John 
Ho bart, and S' Horatio Tounſend, Baronets.
